Ina recent issue, inter- 
spersed in short paragraphs of promin- 
ent type amongst other editorials 
oceurfed the” following pointed” re- 
marks as to the remedy for the trouble 
and the responsibility for applying 
it: 

“The railway law of- Canada de- 
clares that under the*sanie cirétm- 
stances all tolls shall be charged 
equally to all persons, with no re- 
duction or other advance, directly or 
indirectly, in favor of or against any 
particular company or persons’ travel- 
ling upon or using the railway, and 
prohibits any secret rate, rebate, draw- 
back or coneession.” 

“Tt has been charged very often 
that the railway committee of the 
privy council is only a toy institution, 
and makes no serious attempt to use 
the powers conferred on it by parlia- 
ment for the rectification of railway 
grievances and abuses. The independ- 
ent oil refiners are asking thie body 
to compel the railways to withdraw 
their discriminatory rates in favor of 
the Standard Oil Trust, The action 
of the committee on this ‘petition will 
prove whether it is a real presence or 
a shadow—-whether it is a registering 
machine for the railways or whether 
we really have somebody with author- 
ity to prevent the discriminatory 
charges of railway corporations, and 
with the will to exercise that 
authority.” 

“ This is a free country, and no one 
desires to refuse to the Standard Oil 
Trust the right'to'do business-in this 
country. But that giant concern 
should do business according to legiti- 
mate Canadian metheds, and not 
strive by a secret’ cOnspiracy with the 
railways to destroy other Canadian 
industties. Justice "to ite ‘competitors, 
not injustice to the Oil Trust, is what 
independent refinera’ ask~ from. the 
railway committee, and the’committes 
is bound:toaséert its full powers in 
order to protect the petitioners. They 
ask no more’ than the*right to doa 
legitimate business under fair con- 
ditions.” 

“The railway committee of the 
privy council is not asked to increase 
or lower the railway, charges for the 
carriage of oil. No one is asking that 
the committee shall fix what rates the 
railway may charge. No one is 
undertaking to say whether the rates 
for the carriage of oil are too high or 
too low. The only demand is that 
the rates shall be equa!, and that a 
great industrial: monopoly shall not 
have the power under Canadian law 
to make one rate for the powerful 
shipper and a less favorable rate for 
weaker concerns, and thereby crush 
out the smaller enterprises and sub- 
stitute government by the corporations 
for government by the people.” 


TO THE YUKON 
BY THE MACKENZIE ROUTE. 
G. F. Ranson, of the’ Montreal party 
who passed through Edmonton in 
in August of 1897 bound for the 
Yukon by the Mackenzie river route, 
writes to the Montreal Star from 
Yukon river, Alaska, on Nov. 15th. 
The party. got across Great Slave 
lake in the fall of 1897, and wintered 
near Fort Simpson on the Mackenzie. 
They left’ Fort Simpson on the morning 
of May 12:h in a scow 35 feet long and 
nine feet beam. The party were: J. 
B. Desianriers, Chas. Brown, Walter 
S. Stenhouse, J. Gordon Fisher, Will- 
ard Dobbin, Sav! Hare (of Chicago) 
Maurice Panet, aud G. F. Ransom. 


Besides their own supplies they had 


1,000 pounds of freight for H. Be 
Co. posts down’ i. ir’ boat 
was the first to wi stream, and’ 
it was the ea ‘pecérd>- 1 


of the Mackenzie above the mouth of 
the Liard still held firm. 

At Nehatisi river, 90 miles down, 
they met three men who had left Fort 
Simpson in April to find a pass 
aoe the Rockies by way of the 
Nahanbi. Théy had beén unsitecess- 
fal;'and had réached the Muckehzie in 
a’starving condition. 

Campbell Young joined® y at 
Wrigley. ‘They frequently ca up 
to the idéad it wastgoing dowi the 
Mackenzie, and were Gelayéd by it;*as 
well as frégtently placed in danger. 

On May 29th they-reactied Gcod Hope: 
‘Crou¥ed' the*Aretic circle on May 31st, 
and - reachéd° Red River on Sunday 
mortiiig; June 5th. The® party divid- 
ed at-Red: River, th ing ahead in 
a catiber The crew ofthe ecow took 
the wréng® channel’ and * did® not dis- 
cover their mistake until they reached 
the Arctic ofan. They had’ to track 
up stream, most laborious work and 
causing great delay. 

The date of reaching the rapids of 
Rat’ River is not given. Six boats 
passéd them atid’ after attempting the 
rapids turned back” to the’ 90° mile 
portage to” Ea” Pierré’s hotisé*on Bell 
river. Mr. Raneom’s party” bought 
three’ skin boats and made two them- 
selves atid’ passed” on? One of their 
boats was swamped and they lost a 
good déal-of their sapplies. They had 
sent on some of their goods by Indian 
carriers. In five days work upstream 
they reached the point to which the 
Indians had packed overland‘in: half a 
day. After taking on their full loads 
they made seven’ miles the first day. 
In some places they had to dig a chan- 
nel to get threugh and cut away brush. 
On July 4th there-was a heavy snow 
storm. They were then amongst the 
mountains twelve miles from the sum- 
mit. On July 12th they reached the 
summit, 1,150 feet above Peel river. 

On July 15th they left the Summit 
lake to go down stream, and entered a 
small creek which had to be widened 
to let the boats through. On July 
25th they passed Rampart House on 
the Poreupine at the boundary between 
Canada and Alaska. 

They tracked up the Yukon to 
Circle city. J. Gordon Fisher and 
Campbell Young went on to Dawson. 

A new find was reported oa Sam’s 
Creek, 75 miles above Circle. Ransom 
and Chas. Brown examined Sam’s 
Creek, Ben’s Creek and Smoke Creek 
which were being rapidly staked, but 
returned to'Circle. They finally locat- 
ed on a creek about 35 miles above 
Circle City where they were sinking 
for bed rock when the letter was 
written. Claims in Alaska are 1,250 
feet, (compared with Klondike 250 
feet,y unless where the miners them- 
selves reduce the length to 500 feet as 
they have done on Mastodon Creek. 

There is provisions in the country 
for two years. Fifty steamers were 
plying on the Yukon last summer. 
Flour was $12 a hundred, bazon 40c a 
Ib., beans 20c, sugar 25c, dried apples 
35c. More liquor is brought in than any- 
thing else. It sells at $10 a bottle. 
On October 20th the thermometer was 
18 degrees below zero. Wild cats 
come up to our cabin door. Mocse 
ate pretty thick, but hard to get at. 
Cariboo are thick at certain times of 
the year when they cross the river 
here. 


YOUNG MEN’S LIBERAL ASSOCIATION. 


The meeting of the young men’s 
liberal association, of Edmonton, held 
in Hourston’s Hall on Tuesday even- 
ing was very largely attenc.ed. At 
the?meeting a number of new _mem- 
bers were added to the roll. 


Frank Oliver, M. P., who was ex- 
pected to address the meeting was 
unable to be present on account of 
having been suddenly called to 
Calgary. 


J. H. Picard, as honorary president, 
weleomed the gentlemen present from 
the other associations, and expressed 
himself as proud of the liberal party 
since coming into power. 

J. W. Shera, M. L. A., delivered 
a rousing speech in which he outlined 
the promises made by the liberal 
party in the Ottawa convention, and 
which he showed they had substanti- 
ally carried out. He eulogised the 
present cabinet, which consist in his 
opinion of shrewd business men, who 
have the interests of the country at 
heart, and expressed the belief that 
they were they were there to stay. 
He had supported Frank Oliver in 
the last election and was proud of his 
parliamentary career and of the suc- 
cess of the liberal party. He was 
glad to see the young men take an 
interest in their country’s affairs and 
wished them every success. His 
address made an excellent impression 
and was received with loud applause. 

Dr, Aylen, president of the Fort 
Saskatchewan liberal association, out- 
lined the progress of that association, 
showing the difficulties which had 
to be overcome at the time of organira- 
tion previous to the elections of June 
1896. They now had the largest 
association in Northern Alberta, and 
would be in evidence in case of an 
election. The association had full 
confidence in the member for Alberta 
and in the present government. The 
young liberals of Edmonton had his 
very best wishes. His remarks were 
of a very practical and interesting 
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nature and were listened to with 
marked attention.

Harrison &. Young mada short and 
humorous address, and also narrated 
some interesting ancedotes of the 
early days in Edmonton. 

The secretary of the «association, 
J: R. Boyle, being called upon out- 
lined some of the objects of the-as- 
sociation, dwelling particularly on” the 
advantage to the young men from an 
educational point of view, of the 
debating society, which ‘he trusted 
would develop some fluent speakers. 

C. de W. Macdonald gave a historic 
resume of the two great parties, eut- 
lining the difference of the past and 
present of their policies and ambitions. 


President C. W. Cross in a few 
well chosen remarks thanked the 
gentlemen of the older associations 
for the interest they had taken in the 
young liberals of Ednionton, and ex: 
pressed his satisfaction with the rapid 
growth of the association.

BLACKLEG AND ANTHRAX. 
Epiter BuLLEtin. 


The following valuable information 
I have just received froma gentleman 
of widesexperience in treating diseases 
of eat He says: “Blackleg is 
the most prevalent and fatal disease 
amongst Cattle, and itis quite distinct 
from anthfax, althougl both are germ 
iseases, The germs énter the animal 
usually with food, but sometimes 
through &@ sore orscratch..

INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION ASSOCIATION. 


A largely attended meeting was 
held in Rebertson Hall on Tuesday 
evening to form an agricultural as- 
sociation and to acquire a suitable 
site for a public park and race track. 

A society to be called the “ Edmon- 
ton Industrial Association,” was 
formed ahd the following were ap- 
pointed provisional directors: John 
A. McDougall, Thor. Bellamy, Wm. 
Short, J. H. Morris, E. C. Emery, C. 
Gallagher, G. R. F. Kirkpatrick, 8. 
Larue, and W. 8S. Rebertson. Mr. 
Emery was also appeinted secretary- 
treasurer of the association. 


It was decided to held another 
meeting in Robertson Hall on Tues- 
day next, the 28th inst. when a vote 
on the different proposed sites would 
be taken. A call of ten per cent. on 
the subscribed capital will be made, 
and only those shareholders who have 
paid their 10 per cent will be eligible 
tw vote on the question. 

The directors propose to improve 
the site selected by fencing it and 
building a race track, and will also 
probably hold » local agricucultural 
show. 

The capital stock of the association 
will be $20,000 of which $11,000 has 
already been subscribed.

COUNCIL MEETING. 

At the regular meeting of the coun- 
cil held,on Tuesday night the mayor 
and a full ceuncil were present. 

Messrs. Durdle and Humberstone 
were granted ferry licenses for the 
coming summer on the same terms as 
those granted Mr. Durdle last season. 

Receipt of $8.15 being balaace on 
han ij over expeuses re Oliver reception 
committee, and donated by the com- 
mittee to the town health and relief 
fand, was acknowledged with thanks. 

Communication of the fire brigade 
asking for an annual grant of $150 
in place of present small grants, was 
referred to fire, water and light com- 
mittee. 

A- letter was read from R. M. 
Springer setting forth his project of 
an ice locomotive which he claimed 
would revolutionize travel in the 
north, and asking that the town take 
$25,000 worth of eapital stock in it, 
and supply his company with a plant. 
Mr. Springer was informed that the 
council did not see its way clear to 
entertain h's proposition. 

A communication from C. W, Sut- 
ter asking what the chances were of 
renting the Columbia House for the 
accommodation of settlers in the 
spring was laid over till next meeting. 
Mr. Sutter states in his letter: 
“There is going to be quite a number 
from Illinois and Indiana go up with 
me to Edmonton, and I have assured 
them that good aecommodation will 
be provided for them by the people of 
Edmonton.” 

Mr. Heiminck’s letter asking that 
the sidewalk between Morris & Co. 
and Montgomery’s store be removed 
as it encroached on his property, was 
referred to the town solicitor. 

An application for the position of 
scavenger was received from Jas. 
McLean, Neil Patterson, the former 
scavenger, having returned to Portage 
la Prairie. 

The report of the special immigra- 
tion accommodation committee was 
received and adopted. 

Report of fire brigade auditors was 
fyled. 

Report of the Grand rapids im- 
provement committee showing a deficit 
of $45 and asking that the town 
assume it, was referred back to the 
committee, the council stating that as 
they did not incur the indebtedness 
they would advise that the smount be 
raised by private subscription. 

The mayor reported verbally that 
with regard to the McDougall street 
extension, H.C. Taylor had recom- 
mended the transferring by the Metho- 
dist mission to the town, free of 
charge, that part of their property 
marked red on Mr. Chalmers’ sketch, 
on the town acquiring from Mr. 
Heiminck the part of his property 
necessary to complete the street at the 
head of Ross’ grade, also that efforts 
will be made to open up and produce 
College avenue beyond the old Salva- 
tion army barracks.

46 TO IMMIGRATION. 

Rev. Father Morin, one of the most 
successful, as he is one of the most en- 
thusiastic, agents of colonization in the 
Northwest is reported to have given 
the following'as his opinion of Douk- 
hobors wid’ Galician immigration : “I 
am well persuaded, that it would cort 
the governmest to bring in French 
Canadians, Germans and Irish from the 
western states uething like what it 
would cost in ‘the case of the Doukho 
bors, for example, who are quite desti- 
tute, and who will need to be assisted 
for at least the first year. . . . . 


“As for the Galicians, I have not met 
a single person in the whole of the 
Northwest who is sympathetic towards 
them. They are, from the point of 
view of civilization, ten times lower 
than the Indians. They have not the 
least idea of sanitation. In many cases 
they have been content with building 
themselves holes in the ground, where 
the family coneorts with the animals— 
all in one common apartment.

BY-LAW No. 168. 


A By-Lew to provide for borrowing the sum ef 
$2,725.00 upon the credit of the Municipality at 
larze. 

WHBREAS, it is expedient that there should be 
borrowed by the Town of Edmenten the sum of 
$2725.00 in order to pay the cost of acquiring, for 
the purpose of widening a portion of Queen Street 
in the said Municipality, all the westerly portion of 
Lot V or 40 in Block Number One, in River Lot 10, 
in the Town of Edmonton, having a frontage on 
Jasper Avenue of twenty-seven feet three inches, 
more or less, and being bounded on the east by the 
production southerly to Jasper Avenue of the east- 
erly boundary of Queen Street as it is abutted upon 
by the residue of said Block Number One (1) 

AND WHEREAS, it is expedient that the indebt- 
edness to be created by the proposed loan should be 
spread over 20 )eare. 

AND WHEREAS, the amount of the whole rate 
able property, according to the last Kevised Asess- 
ment Roll, is $1,080,858.00. 

AND WHEREAS, the existing dcbt of the Muni- 
eipality, cutside of the debs due for the current 
experscs of the present year, is $76,300 49, whereof 
part is assesred against the whole rateable property 
of the Municipality, and part is assessed by way of 
spcvial frontage assessment against certain property 
enly, and whereof no part is in arrear. 

AND WHEREAS, it is expedient that this By-Law 
shonld take effect on the 1st day of April, 1899. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for 
the repayment of the principal sum by the creation 
ef an equal yearly sinking fund. 

AKD WHEREAS, the total amount which will be 
required to be raised annually by a special rate for 
paying the annual interest on the principal at the 
rate of five per cent. per annum half yearly, and for 
repaying the principal by means ofa sinking fund as 
aforesaid is $226.60 

AND WHEREAS the annual special rate on the 
dollar on the rateable property in the Municipality, 
according to the last Revised Assessment Roll re- 
quired as being sufficient topay the said sum of 
$2725.00 and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
22-100ths of a mill. fy See 


THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Town 
of Edmonton, duly assembled, enact as follows: 

1. This By-Law shall take effecten the 1st day 
April, A. D. 1899. 

2. The Mayor aod Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Municipality may borrow on the credit of the Muni- 
cipality the sum of $2725.00 and may issue debent- 
ures of the Municipality to that amount in sums 
not less than $100 each, repayable within 20 years 
from the said lst day of April, 1899, with iuterest 
at the rate of five percent. per annum, payable 
half-yearly ; such debentures to be payable at tie 
Imperial Bauk of Canada, Edmenton, N. W. T., and 
to have attached thereto euupons for the payment 
of the interest 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for payment 
of the said interest and creating an equal yearly 
Sinking Fund to be set apart for the payment of the 
principal sum of $2725)00, a special rate of 
22.100ths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied (in 
the same manner, and at the same times as the general 
municipal taxes) upon the whole rateable property 
of the Municipality in each year for the period of 
20 years from the said Ist day ef ans, 18099, oeing 
the period during which the said debentureswill run. 

4. Wednesday, the 8th day of Marebh, 1800, be- 
tween the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and 
five o’clock in the afternoon, at the Council Chamber, 
in the Town of Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
day, hour and place for taking the votes of the 
electois for and against this By-Law. 

5. Frederick K. Gibson is hereby appointed 
Returning Officer, and St. George Jellett Deputy 
Returning Officer to take the yotes at the said time 
and place. 

6. Wednesday, the 8th day of March, , 1800 at 
the hotr of six o'clock in the afternoon, at the 
Council Chamber, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place whcn and where the Returning 
Officer shall sum up the number of votes given for 
and against this By-Law.
